PktM m that tfM raaarra Amda of 

the various banks of the country shall 
be concentrated into what shall be 
known as ''regional banks". These 
banks are to be capaitalizek by the va- 
rious banks and shall be controlled by 
tbe iMard of directors elected by the 
varioua banfca holding thair atod. 

It propoaaa to eatahMah a aMifcat for 
tha negottohto eaiMnerdal paper which 
forau tbe bulk of the assets of all 
banks, in order that in time of stress 
or in case of necessity, this paper may 
be readily converted into cash, and 
that the conversion may be naade with- 
out loss to tbe inatitotions oaraiac tha 
paper. 

It propoaaa to eatabliah a anadiar, 
probably adoaen of great regional banks 

centrally located, throughout the coun- 
try, these institutions to have the 
power to issue currency, re-discount 
paper and to judiciously mobilize and 
centralize the surplus funda af tha va- 
rious banka of the eoontiy. 

Finally, tha appatotMataf a FMtor- 
al Reserve Board, eonsiating of aaven 
members, appointed by the Flasident. 
with final powers of control awsr the 
entire banking system. 

The bill provides that the stockhold- 
ers of the "regional banks" shall re- 
ceive a dividend of 6 per cent and that 
a aorplna fond of 40 per cant shall be 
aarahHahad aad tha laawfarfar af tha 
earnings shall ba divided, one half go- 
ing to the Government as a franchise 
tax, the remainder to be used for the 
establishment of a "depositors insur- 
ance fund" to be used lor the reim- 
bursement of depoaitors in failing bank 
members. 

The ahova daaaaa aaaatitoto the 
giatofthis gigantic measure, minui 
the exact phraseology and the lesser 
details. So many amendments and 
changes were made while the bill was 
being buffeted backward and forward 
between House and Senate, that these 
will l>e unobtainable until the bill is 
printed in detiul and tHatt lh ate d to tbe | 
public. Ore important change, espec- 
ially effecting country banks, was ' 
made by the Senate, that is, the House ; 
provided that only paper maturing in 
ninety days should be elegible for re- 
discount; realizing that rural banks 
handled a cosspanthroly aaMll amount 
of thto short total paper, tha 
broadened thto daaaa in aadar to 
brace six months paper. 

The bill is considered the wisest step 
ever made toward currency reform and 
it is hoped to and expected to meet all 
the requirements of all exigencies and 
occa8i(ma^V> Prevent the centralization 
of the wealth of the country in Wall 
atreet and in ^ haada of tha a is a sar 
kinga <rf the aaaatqr. toaaartaadpa- 
vent th» possibility of pa a i e a , to sua- 
teriall> aid business, in that it will 
provide loans uron more reasonable 
collateral for manufacturers, thus en- 
abling them to keep their factories 
going, even tbe dullest seasons, 
thereby direetjy aiding tbe laboring 
man by providing, nnintarmpted em- 
ptoyBMnt for Ijiai. and obviating the 
necearity of ^um^ lay aAh, which 
many were entoreed to andnre.
